CHRISTMAS IN BRAZIL

“From Montreal, Canada, to Sao Paulo, 

Brazil, is over 6,000 miles by direct airline. 
Breaking up a cherished home, packing, 
and readying for the journey is task 
enough. But, there were four cats. Per- 
sons in the American Foreign Service 
shouldn’t have pets, nevertheless, most of 
them do. However, I would like to declare 
my innocence in this collection of four 
bewitching felines. 

Billie, our beloved Icelandic cat, dis- 
appeared shortly after we arrived in Mont- 
real. My daughter and son, then teenagers, 
seeing how disconsolate | was, surprised 
me one day with a small black and white 
kitten. Except that all kittens are cunning, 
this one was not very attractive and I fully 
intended to send him back where he came 
from but he stayed the rest of the day 
and night and that did it. After that, I 
wouldn’t have parted with him for any- 
thing. He was truly an alley cat and we 
named him “Swifty”. He had big green 
eyes and a most expressive face, very long 
white whiskers and soft silk-like fur. Soon 
we thought he was the cutest kitten we 
had ever known. In his playful moments, 
which was most of the time, he would 
hide behind tables and chairs and jump 
out at us with the fiercest look on his little 
face and we would pretend to be startled.

he was the dearest cat in the world. But 
he was quickly outgrowing his kittenish 
ways and our amusement was naturally 
drawn to the new additions in our family. 
They were so sweet and cuddly and since 
there were two of them they played more 
with each other than with us. They 
seemed always to know when we were 
watching them and for our benefit would 
often stage a fight in the middle of the 
floor. Cats love an appreciative audience. 
Sadly one day this twosome was broken 
up. My daughter was frightened to see 
that one of them was no longer lively and 
appeared to be having spasms, but he never 
failed to respond to her kindness and help 
and his huge soft eyes mirrored affection 
and hope. Despite our efforts and those 
of the vet, he died. 

This left my daughter with only one 
kitten who somehow acquired the name 
“Sweetie Pie’—most inappropriate, I 
think, because he has always reminded me 
of a baby lion. Anyhow, daughter felt that 
Sweetie Pie missed his playmate and, not 
surprising me this time, brought home two 
more Persian kittens a few months 
younger than her first two. They, also, 
were beautiful. The one with red fur, she 
called “Kelly” and the red and white one, 
she named “Peter”. 

Kelly has great imagination and will 
play by himself for hours, staging make 
believe fights in which he is always the 
victor. What delight it is to watch him 
chase and leap and growl and then finally 
spring savagely on nothing at all. From 
the look on his face, you would think he 
had captured a wolf. Actually, Kelly is 
not particularly brave. The slightest noise 
will send him scurrying. On the other 
hand, Peter seems fearless. Yet, strange 
as it may be, he is the most cuddly and 
gentle of the four with humans. I have 
known him to take quite rough treatment 
from children without so much as lifting 
a claw, but he will stand for no foolishness 
from other cats or, heaven forbid, a dog. 
There are several large dogs in our 
neighborhood and I have seen Peter chase 
them yelping down the street. If there is 
only a hand-out for one hungry mouth 
there is no question who gets it, Peter 
does. 

Cats are so different in their tempera- 
ments. I find each one has a distinct per- 
sonality. Sweetie Pie to this day acts like 
a big brother toward Kelly and Peter. 





When Kelly’s collar caught in a bush and 
he was stuck there for nearly two days, 
Sweetie Pie showed me where he was 
and I have every reason to believe that 
he carried food to Kelly as there were 
crumbs and food spots around. Swiity, I 
think, would not do this. In him, the 
struggle for existence is too firmly inbred. 
His natural instincts are to take care of 
himself only, but such innate characteris- 
tics never fail to draw my sympathy and 
sometimes even my tears. 

The next milestone in our family was 
the marriage of our daughter. After that it 
was not possible for her to keep her kit- 
tens, and I suddenly found myself with no 
daughter and four cats. So that is how the 
problem of taking them to Brazil became 
mine. Of course, to some people this would 
be no problem—one could make other 
arrangements but to me to leave behind 
or do away with animals that had been so 
trustful of me was unthinkable. So their 
journey to Brazil was finally planned and 
settled on. 

And this is what we had to do. First, 
they had to be inoculated against rabies 
and to pass a good health test. Then my 
husband and I proceeded to Sao Paulo to 
arrange our home there while they re- 
mained in our old home in Montreal with 
the caretaker. After a month, we sent for 
them. To make the trip by boat would be 
from three to four weeks—by air freight, 
less than two days. So, of course, flying, 
which we decided on, would cause them 
the least discomfort. The airlines charged 
approximately $1.75 a pound for their pas- 
sage from Montreal to Sado Paulo, plus, of 
course, extra charge for their kennels and 
food en route. Alas, my cats were too fat! 

Our house in Sao Paulo is of a modern 
semi-Spanish type with several balconies 
and roofs sloping down here and there. 
The small garden in the back is enclosed. 
The wall is about six feet high. When I 
was preparing for the arrival of my me- 
nagerie, I cautiously had chicken wire 
spread above the wall, because I thought 
it would be safer to have them locked in 
until they became familiar with their new 
surroundings. Will I ever forget the day 
they arrived! My poor little beasts! How 
would you like to be suddenly jerked up 
from your happy home, hurled several 
thousand miles through the air, and then 
dropped down on Mars?

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“CATTY” IS NOT THE WORD FOR CATS 


Slander and keep on slandering;

Have you ever wondered about that oft- 
repeated libel against felines—the one that 
calls them hypocrites? It would be diffi- 
cult to trace its source, although some 
have tried. Certainly it is an old slander 
for we find it mentioned in very ancient 
documents. But was it prevalent in an- 
tiquity ? Look at some of the records. 

Out of the Middle Ages have come a 
great many of our beliefs and traditions. 
The concept of the cat in the mind of our 
medieval ancestors was more favorable 
than many know. Observant medieval man 
considered the cat as a decent, clean, law- 
abiding and shrewd creature, and shrewd- 
ness in those days was held to be a virtue, 
especially in lands like Spain where east- 
ern tradition was deep-rooted. 

In France, one gathers, if he has read 
the Romance of Renard the Fox, that 
Tibert, the Cat, was a rather admirable 
character, shrewd, yes, but not deceitful 
and not a hypocrite. If he resorted on 
occasion to trickery, he did so in self- 
defense against the wily Renard, the very 
personification of deception and hypocrisy. 

If we go further back in time we find 
that cats in the Moslem world were re- 
garded even more highly. No court in 
Persia, no Mohammedan Egyptian noble 
was without cats which were considered 
as members of the household. Cats were 
sent on pilgrimage to Mecca from many 
Egyptian cities. In Arabia the Prophet 
himself, so says tradition, so loved and 
revered his pet cat Muezza, that one day 
he cut off the sleeve of his favorite gar- 
ment because she was asleep upon it and 
he did not wish to disturb her ; moreover, 
he promised her a place in Paradise and 
thus raised greatly the whole race of cats 
among the Moslems who, incidentally, 
considered dogs as unclean beasts unfit to 
lodge with those of the true faith. 

Most cat lovers have heard of the cats 
worshipped in Ancient Egypt four thou- 
sand years ago and embalmed like humans 
to preserve their bodies for the life in the 
world to come. And of the cat-goddess 
Bubastis whose temples have survived the 
ages. 

The Greek world of classic times knew 
the cat which may have been imported 
from Egypt or perhaps from Crete. In 
Aesop cats appear, and they are repre- 
sented as wise, shrewd, even crafty, but 
not necessarily as hypocrites. 

Turning to folklore and those stories 
from ancient folktales and regarded by 
moderns as fairy tales, we find such nota- 
ble examples of admirable felines as the 
famous Puss in Boots. Puss is not exactly 
honest in her dealings with the people she 
meets and with the giant she finally eats, 
but the general tone of Puss’ character is 
favorable. The story of Puss in Boots is 
much older than the version made famous 
by Perrault, for it goes back to a remote 
antiquity in literary tradition and has lived 


for thousands of years as a folktale in 
various parts of the world. 

The Latin language, mother of a large 
percentage of English and Romance vo- 
cabulary, was also the tongue from which 
our word ‘cat’ originated. In Latin it was 
catus, and was, of course, a noun, There 
was an adjective, too, in Latin, catus, that 
meant ‘intelligent’ in one sense and ‘crafty’ 
in another. If there is a connection be- 
tween these two words, it has not been 
proved to exist, but some scholars believe 
there is a relationship. 

Still another interesting linguistic link 
in the matter of the character of felines is 
found in a verb that appears in several of 
the Romance Languages. This verb is catar 
(Spanish, Portuguese, and Provencal) 
and cattare (Italian), and it seems to 
mean to weigh carefully in the sense of to 
judge or estimate something or somebody. 
Scholars believe there is no connection 
between this verb and the animal, but in 
the seventh century Europe’s greatest 
man of learning, St. Isidore of Seville, 
thought that connections and relationships 
did exist. In his famous Etymologies, 
known and studied all over Europe for 
centuries, he wrote: “It is called ‘mouser’ 
because it is a plague to mice. Hence the 
common men say ‘cat’ derives from ‘catch.’ 
Others say that catat [he catches] means 
‘he sees.’ So keenly does [the animal] 
discern, that by the gleam of its eyes it 
pierces the shadows of the night. There- 
fore from Greek comes catus, that is 
clever.” 

This treatment of the popular word ‘cat’ 
in connection with a verb ‘to catch’ or ‘to 
see’ is revealing. From it we learn that 
the Spaniard of the sixth and seventh 
centuries saw a relationship between the 
Latin verb meaning ‘to catch’ and the 
manner in which a cat looked at things in 
the characteristically feline scrutiny of 
unfamiliar objects. The relationship might 
also be in connection with the wisely 
understanding and piercing stare of cats. 
Whatever else St. Isidore’s findings re- 
veal, they in no way indicate that he con- 
sidered cats hypocritical. 

Another startling bit of evidence, or 
rather lack of evidence, comes from The 
International Encyclopedia of Prose and 
Poetical Quotations. No reference is made 
to hypocrisy in cats in any of the famous 
quotations from world literature. Look 
under the sections HYPOCRISY, IN- 
GRATITUDE, DECEPTION, and the 
other names of unattractive characteristics. 
The cat is not represented in any of them. 
The same seems true of proverbs. In the 
Spanish language are to be found literally 
thousands of proverbs, for Spain of all 
European countries is richest in proverbial 
sayings. The largest book of collected 
Spanish proverbs lists some fifty that men- 
tion cats, and only two of these even ap- 
proach calling cats hypocritical, and even 
these need not be so construed. One might 
be translated ‘Pious words and cat’s claws.’ 
The other runs ‘Pretend to be a saint,

you Segovian cat with your sharp teeth!’ 
Even here hypocrisy is only implied. 

Probably the idea that cats are hypo- 
critical evolved in some roundabout way 
through suggested interrelationships be- 
tween words and ideas. For example, cats 
are clever and shrewd. Now cleverness 
and shrewdness in themselves are not 
necessarily bad characteristics, but shrewd- 
ness is often associated with deception and 
putting something over upon someone else. 
If in early times ‘catty’ meant ‘shrewd,’ 
and if shrewd in its more pejorative sense 
had the connotation of deceptive, then 
‘catty’ might drift toward such undesira- 
ble meanings as tricky or even hypocriti- 
cal. Once such a shift was made, cats and 
catty (shrewd, clever, tricky, deceptive, 
hypocritical) people blended into a com- 
mon background. And so people began to 
attribute hypocrisy to felines and as time 
went on the lesson of the proverb quoted 
from Beaumarchais proved to be valid: 
Slander and keep on slandering; some of 
the mud will stick.

take each element separately and point 
up the essential qualities derived from 
each. We now want to sift through our 
several talks combining the most impor- 
tant facts we have learned into this syn- 
thesis as A Balanced Diet. While we 
know that there are many foods that can 
be fed to a cat, we are interested in those 
which will meet the needs of good nutri- 
tion and also be most palatable to our 
feline friends. Any diet, whether human 
or animal, must be designed to meet these 
two ends. 

Perhaps a good place to begin talking 
about a balanced diet is a consideration of 
the times when the cat should be fed. If 
a diet is to be balanced it must also be 
regulated by regular feedings. The average 
housewife goes to the refrigerator many 
times during the course of a day. If that 
household has a cat one can be sure that 
every time the door of the refrigerator is 
opened the cat will be there, too, giving 
such a cry that any visitor to the house 
would be inclined to think that it hadn’t 
been fed in weeks. Pets seem to have two 
aims in life; eating and sleeping. We all 
have been confronted by this unpleasant 
coaxing for food and we have nobody to 
blame but ourselves, for we always give in. 

As you have a regular time for meals in 
the home, there should be regular feeding 
schedules for the animal members of the 
household. Once in the morning and once 
in the evening gives the best all-round sat- 
isfaction. At seven each morning my cats 
inform me that it is time for them to eat. 
Then, too, at seven in the evening they 
make it known that it is time for chow. 
This is proper scheduling for it is a long 
enough period of time between meals to 
arouse their hunger so that when they are 
fed they will relish their food. If your 
cats are fed sufficient amounts in these two 
feedings there will be no need for snacks 
during the day. In fact, such snacks are 
apt to do harm in the long run rather than 
good. Snacks are given without any care 
as to proper dieting, and if cats are al- 
lowed to consume snack after snack and 
only nibble at the regular feeding they 
will not be getting nutrients required for 
healthy living. 

One question that you have undoubtedly 
asked yourself time and time again is how 
much food goes into a balanced diet? Try- 
ing to say just what amount should be 
fed in terms of ounces is rather difficult, 
and if any such scale of feeding is devised, 
it is based on the average cat—should 
there be such an animal. When it comes 
to eating, cats can be likened to people in 
that some will eat large amounts and 
never get fat while others will eat very 
little and put on weight in a hurry. Each 
cat is an individual and one must with 
great care learn just what each should 
consume for normal health. Nursing 
mothers will require a large amount of 
food and this is also a must for growing 
kittens because of their great activity 
and rapid growth. An adult cat that is 
fully mature will not require as much

food to keep it in tip-top shape; overfeed- 
ing will make it sluggish and fat. A good 
rule to have in mind is to try and feed 
just the right amount to keep them slightly 
on the hungry side once you have judged 
what is necessary for good health. By 
doing this they will be anxious to eat each 
time dinner is served. 

Have you ever had hot dogs and beans 
served to you at each mealtime week upon 
week? There have probably been times 
when you were thankful to have even that 
but I think you get the point. We are 
prone to give our pets the same diet day 
in and day out and sometimes we wonder 
why they won’t eat. They say that variety 
is the spice of life and this can be applied 
to the diet of our cats as well. A basic 
diet can be varied in many ways and every 
attempt should be made to assure this 
variation. First and foremost in every 
meal is a basic protein food, for it is the 
essential part of a balanced diet. My basic 
food is horsemeat, but canned cat foods 
are also satisfactory for use as the main 
diet item. To vary its taste there can be 
additions of liver, kidney, cereal, and oc- 
casionally fish. It doesn’t take much to 
change the flavor each time and one can 
make excellent use of the different varie- 
ties of canned meats that are found in the 
baby-food section of any grocer’s shelves. 
Then, too, there are many different kinds 
of pet foods on the market. I serve my 
horsemeat raw, and do not use too much 
of the cooked meat, but the latter is valu- 
able for flavor variation. 

To help you plan a basic diet and in- 
clude plenty of variation the following is 
listed for your use: 


MonbDAY 
Basic Food with Pablum (mixed cereals) 
Basic Food with strained liver 
TUESDAY 
Basic Food with egg yolk 
Basic Food with fresh kidney

My male cat, who was neutered six months ago at four 
years of. age, is grossly overweight. Can you recommend a safe 
procedure to follow to get his weight down to normal? An 
article in Cats refers to Methenenazine as a drug sometimes 
used.

There are several drugs that are used to aid in reducing 
obese animals. Most of them act by curbing the appetite and in- 
creasing activity or metabolism so that the excess weight is 
either worked off or used up. These drugs can have unwanted 
side effects and should be used with care as some individuals 
will react quite strongly in an adverse manner. A very low 
calorie diet is also helpful. 


I have a cat that gets a skin irritation, loses fur and looks 
quite motheaten. It is not fleas. At times has bloody stool. Could 
you send me any information regarding the cause and the cure. 
Is castor oil the best thing to give for hair balls?

If any of us could give the cause and cure for all skin irrita- 
tions our fortunes would be made. The simplest and an effective 
treatment in most cases is the use of a lime-sulphur dip. Bloody 
stool could be caused by diet, parasites, intestinal irritation from 
any cause. Castor Oil will help to push out hair balls and 
Mineral Oil will help to ease them out. It would depend on how 
badly the cat is affected. 


Our Domestic Shorthair is almost two years old. For two 
summers, she has had fungus infection between the pads of her 
feet that causes her to limp. She also gets it on her lower lip 
from licking her paws. Our Veterinarian says it is like Athlete’s 
Foot in a human and gave us an excellent powder—Naprylate, 
a caprylic compound which seems to rid her of the infection, 
but it recurs. She gets in both the tub and the sink and I think 
that is how the fungus starts growing. 

Another question, is it very hard to train a cat to walk with a 
leash ? 
—Virginia Rigby 
6 Riverview Ave., Fort Thomas, Ky. 

The treatment for the fungus is very good. Another prepara- 
tion that might be used to advantage is Capralan. Dampness will 
contribute to the condition and it will very probably be a 
chronic condition. Training a cat to a leash and harness is 
pretty much an individual problem. Some do not seem to mind, 
while others will balk and not move when it is put on them. 
Patience and ingenuity are the biggest factors on the owners’ 
part. 


Can you suggest something for constant and copious shed- 
ding other than lard or bacon fat? My cat will rarely accept 
either and will go hungry before he will eat food that contains 
them.

The use of cod liver oil will sometimes help in the improve- 
ment of a coat condition. This can be given several times a week 
or there are several powder compounds on the market that con- 
tain fatty acids that can be mixed with food. Other cases re- 
spond to the use of thyroid medication but this should be done 
only under special attention.

PLAY PEN BECOMES 


by Helen Ellsberg 


An abandoned play pen and her hus- 
band’s ingenuity provided a neat solution 
to breeder Marianne Talasnik’s problem 
of keeping kittens in the house, when 
safety considerations made it necessary 
to confine them for a part of each day. 

The play pen, screened on the sides, 
and with a hinged, removable lid, pro- 
vides a roomy cage with space for a bed, 
litter box, and scratching post, with 
plenty of room left over for the kittens 
to run and play. 

The pen is on rollers, which has two 
advantages. It keeps the kittens off the 
floor and hence out of the draft, and the 
pen can easily be moved anywhere in the 
house with a minimum of effort. 





The fact that the kittens can be seen 
through the screen eliminates the neces- 
sity for indiscriminate handling by visi- 


tors, prospective buyers, and 
thusiastic small children. 

A washable, removable plastic pad on 
the floor of the pen makes it easy to 
keep clean. 

When the pen is no longer needed, it 
can be folded up and slipped into a small 
space in the garage until the next batch 
of kittens puts in its appearance.

Used playpens may be bought at second 
hand furniture stores for anywhere from 
2.50 to $10.00. Mr. Talasnik used plastic 
screen at a cost of $7.00. Wire screen is 
considerably cheaper, but the plastic 
screen is noiseless, and practically ever- 
lasting, so he felt it to be worth the dif- 
ference in price. The only other expense 
was for hinges, tacks, and the narrow 
strips of wood to make the folding top. 
These items amounted to about $2.00. 


When the kittens are small, the mother 
can go in and out through the open top, 
and as the babies get older, they can 
climb out and play around the room, 
going back to their bed when they are 
tired or sleepy. However whenever cir- 
cumstances make it necessary for the kits 
to stay inside, all the owner has to do is 
close the lid, and they are out of danger 
but still with room to romp and play.

SALES TAXES—ANOTHER 
PROBLEM FOR BREEDERS 


by Ann Manley 


Last summer a pair of cat fanciers in north- 
ern California took a booth at a county fair 
and exhibited some cats. One of the fanciers 
had many breeds and a registered cattery. 
During the course of the week, a California 
State Board of Equalization representative posed 
a few questions. What he outlined to her was 
something which had never occurred to her, 
nor, in fact, to dozens of other California breed- 
ers. Nor, I am sure, to breeders in other states 
which may have sales taxes, and to whom 
much of the following may also apply. 

In eight years of breeding, magazine reading, 
and club memberships, neither my husband nor 
I had heard any mention of collecting and pay- 
ing state sales tax on cats. Apparenty those 
people who have sales permits just don’t discuss 
the subject. 

The fact is, however, that if you sell or trade 
two or more cats during any twelve month 
period in California, you must have a sales 
permit, you must report sales, and you must 
collect tax on taxable sales and transmit it to 
the State Board of Equalization. 

Out of-state sales are tax exempt but you 
must still have a permit, report out-of-state 
sales and take the exemption for them. You 
should keep accurate books on your cattery 
activities, of course, to back up your reports. 
Reports can be made monthly or quarterly or 
even yearly depending upon varying circum- 
stances. You may be expected to make a de- 
posit of an amount sufficient to cover possible 
taxes if you report once a year. The fee for 
the permit is only one dollar however. Com- 
plete information is obtainable from the nearest 
State Board of Equalization office and I am 
told that there is one in nearly every county 
seat in California. 

I rather gather the handling of individual 
cases depends upon the humor of the agent in 
charge. Of the men with whom I have had 
contact, one seemed to feel it was more im- 
portant to see that the law was enforced and 
that the sellers comply with it while the other, 
the man of the fair episode, is ready, if not 
eager, to catch violators and prosecute them to 
the letter of the law. The old saw, “Ignorance 
of the law is no excuse,” is only too true. This 
man threatened the fanciers at the fair with 
arrest at the time and has stated recently that 
he would arrest the cattery owner if he caught 
her making a sale. 

It would appear that the State Board of 
Equalization normally has other, bigger ‘“‘fish 
to fry” and that the fair contact was a random 
check, possibly on the agent’s own time. How- 
ever, as things of that nature sometimes work, 
the Board soon may initiate a concentrated 
effort to enforce the law among all animal 
breeders. 

Only animals raised for food and animals sold 
for resale (wholesale, such as to a pet shop) 
would be exempt. Services such as boarding 
and stud work would not be exempted. Re- 
member, there is no cost (except the permit 
fee) to the breeder. The sales tax is added onto 
the sale price of the cat just as sales tax is 
added on most things bought in retail stores 
every day. The general public is accustomed 
to pay “sales tax and won’t balk. The sight 
of your permit should convince any doubting 
Thomases that you do transmit taxes to the 
state.

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TO THE NOVICE: 
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time of day when we ourselves prepare 
various forms of cereals for our family 
use and a little more can easily be added 
in any preparation. These cereals are 
mixed in with the meat or canned food and 
in place of any mentioned above, oatmeal, 
cornflakes, cream of wheat and many 
others can be substituted. The evening 
meals can be further varied by using 
canned salmon and other kinds of fish. 
When fresh fish is to be used make sure 
that it is thoroughly cooked. If your basic 
food is fish, include ground meat or horse 
meat occasionally for variety. Left-over 
vegetables can be used in the evenings, 
mashing them for easy digesting. In any 
feeding it is advisable to use any of the 
commercial preparations containing miner- 
als and vitamins as well as brewers yeast 
or bone meal which may be sprinkled on 
from a salt shaker. We have mentioned a 
few variations. With a little imagination 
many more can be found and you will soon 
find out what ones are relished the most. 

If you have been careful in your obser- 
vation of the listed diet, you have noticed 
the absence of milk and other dairy prod- 
ucts. This has been a purposeful omission 
in that some cats are adversely affected by 
the use of them. However, if your cat is 
in no way bothered with their use, we 
would recommend them as a diet supple- 
ment. Milk and meat should not be fed 
together as frequently they form an acid 
condition in the stomach. Milk can be fed 
in place of water but do not let it remain 
in the air too long. Be sure to remove 
from the cat any food that it does not 
devour within the hour after feeding. By 
doing this you can prevent food poisoning 
and any nibbling. 

While you may consider yourself a neo- 
phyte in cat breeding, you should certainly 
be an expert on the matter of feeding and 
of a balanced diet. Go back over the arti- 
cles in which we talked about vitamins, 
minerals, proteins, etc. You will notice 
several foods continuously listed among 
them; namely, egg yolk, meat, liver, milk, 
fish, cereals, vegetables, and others. These 
contain most of the essential nutrients and 
by their use you will find you are feeding 
your cat a diet that is sound in balance and 
that your cat will be healthy, beautiful, full 
of vim and vigor and all-round well being. 
Should you desire any more information 
on this diet, write to me in care of Cats 
Magazine and I will be only too glad to 
oblige. I have as much of a personal in- 
terest in your cat as do you. 

And so now we must close. But before 
we do, I want to personally wish you a 
very Merry Christmas and hope that your 
cats stay hale and hearty throughout the 
coming New Year.

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The Back Fenee... 


We'd like to hear how Dr. J. B. Rhine’s 
Duke University experiments with hom- 
ing instincts in animals are coming along. 
He’s doubtless added the case of Tommy, 
a fourteen-pound yellow cat, to his case 
history files. You may have read how 
Tommy was moved from Bexley, Ohio, 
to 5670 Taylor Road, Columbus—his 
owners’ new residence ten miles from 
their old home. Tommy moved at night, 
on the floor of the car, where he remained 
throughout the trip. But ten days after 
Tommy had settled, to outward appear- 
ances, he must have remembered unfin- 
ished business. He disappeared, and six 
days lats, former neigibors phoned to 
say that Tomwv had returned to Bexley. 
He was footsore and had lost several 
pounds. What most mysiffied his owners, 
Mr. and Mrs. Harold D& Mohr, was the 
fact that to reach his old home, Tommy 
had to cross Big Walnut Creé (which 
he had always stayed away from before) 
and to survive heavy motor traffic at 
Broad and Main streets. Tommy, pic- 
tured back home with his mistress, is 
cuddled up to her cheek and obviously 
glad to be with her again. 

A little further west in Illinois we find 
another mystifying feline case. Butch is 
a shared cat. His original owners are 
Mr. and Mrs. John Struggles, 2120 
Washington Ave., Wilmette. But, some- 
times through sleet and snow, Butch 
comes as the spirit moves to the home 
of Mr. and Mrs. Thor Norberg, two miles 
distant at 2415 Lawndale Avenue, Evans- 
ton. This love affair with the Norbergs 
all started one day when Butch wandered 
into their neighborhood. Mrs. Norberg, 
feline fancier extraordinaire, called, him 
in for chicken livers. He had the run of 
the house. Eventually, through a news- 
paper ad his owners were located and 
claimed Butch, but have been mortified 
(at least, we would be) ever since by 
their wandering boy. Last year, the day 
after Christmas, having been showered 
with gifts, Butch appeared at the Nor- 
bergs—wanted to see if he could work a 
double-handout, perhaps. Mrs. Norberg 
sympathized. “I know I wouldn’t like it 
if I had sat up all night sewing sequins 
- a stocking for a cat who left the next 

ay.” 

While we ponder what quirks make 
two well-cared for cats leave their owners 
at intervals, the rest of the feline world 
wonders what gives with Westbury, New 
York. Westbury, Long Island, you re- 
member, is the community of 7000 which 
passed a cat-curfew law last July. The 
ordinance makes it illegal for cats to 
prowl or meow at night. Owners of noisy 
cats are warned twice, then the third 
offense calls for a $25 fine. If the third 
offence comes within thirty days of the 
first, and the cat owner cannot be found 
or is unwilling to pay the fine, the animal 
may be put to death. We’ve heard very 
little of how this law is being enforced. 
We imagine, though we hate to, that a 
number of homeless cats as well as several 
with second- or third- or fourth-rate 
homes have gone to their reward these 
past months. We know that any of these 
cats, from the oldest battle-scarred tom 
down to the youngest helpless kitten cry- 
ing for food could have become with the 
right kind of attention a clean, hearth- 
loving, gentle and affectionate pet. 


A happier story on Long Island. The 
Jamaica Press is responsible for the re- 
appearance of sweet Tweedy. Tweedy’s 
owners, Jean and Peter Terranova of 
Southampton were especially concerned 
when Tweedy became lost, for the cat, a 
gray and white tiger, was born with only 
three legs. Four weeks after the Press 
ran an appeal for help and the Terranovas 
had about given Tweedy up, a reader 
called the paper to say she had seen a 
three-legged cat hovering around a nearby 
bungalow. Mrs. Terranova headed for the 
scene, and there was Tweedy, still waiting 
for his mistress to rescue him from a 
bewildering world. As a warning to 
readers, may we say that Tweedy first 
became lost at a boarding kennel, where 
he had been taken out on the lawn to be 
combed. He tried to get home, but didn’t 
make it . . . Not without help. 

Sorry that Minnie, a black and white 
stowaway and her two kittens born aboard 
the Cunard liner Britannic were not 
allowed ashore at Southampton. The little 
family, returned to New York under care 
of Chief Butcher John Johnson, was con- 
fined to a small room where ship bartend- 
ers stored empty whisky bottles. So 
alas, one more sailor’s dream of a beauti- 
ful voyage turned out less rosy than his 
visions. We wish Minnie could become a 
permanent member of the crew, and have 
those happier trips, running the decks 
with the salt-air ruffing her fur, trips 
we're sure she is entitled to. Couldn’t 
one of you New Yorkers who love that 
exciting pier atmosphere anyway run 
down to the Britannic’s berth and inform 
Chief Johnson or someone about modern 
ways of caring for cats, altering, plumb- 
ing facilities, etc.? If not, we sincerely 
hope Minnie and family find a nice land- 
lubbers’ home their big present under the 
Christmas tree this year. 

Well, cat lovers, if you think it im- 
possible to instruct ocean liners to care 
properly for cats, we'll tell you a story 
that illustrates just how far cat lovers 
will go to champion their favorite pets. 
One of our avid correspondents down 
Philadelphia way has sent a clipping from 
the Philadelphia Bulletin. It reads: “The 
mysterious stone cats chasing a stone 
mouse around the entrance of the south 
side of City Hall have puzzled Philadel- 
phians for generations. Every so often, 
someone notices them in the jungle of 
sculpturing that hangs like bananas 
around the great building, and the puzzle 
breaks out anew.” The clipping goes on 
to say that a story on City Hall in the 
Pennsylvania Magazine of History and 
Biography, published by the Historical 
Society of Pennsylvania, attributes the 
presence of the felines to gratitude. The 
gratitude was extended by John Mc- 
Arthur, Jr., architect for the building, to 
Samuel C. Perkins, eminent Philadel- 
phian who championed McArthur’s plans 
against a sea of critism and ridicule un.il 
they were finally adopted. Perkins, who 
died in 1903, was a lawyer, a member of 
the Union Club, and for many years 
president of the Commission for the Erec- 
tion of Public Buildings in Philadelphia. 
As such, he naturally had a lot to do with 
the new City Hall. His long years of 
service, marked by continuous and bitter 
controversy, were faithfully recorded by 
him in 30 numbered scrapbooks which 
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he later presented to the Society. Perkins 
was a cat lover, and when not embroiled 
in controversy about the City Hall, was 
likely to be found at home surrounded by 
his cats. It was Perkins who pushed 
through McArthur’s plans for the Hall, 
and that is why today one can see on the 
South Side of the Hall Perkins’ cats— 
eight of them—carved out of stone around 
the walls of a chamber which bears above 
it the single word ‘JUSTICE, Well, 
would we say in this case, justice was 
done. 

Speaking of law and justice, the Legis- 
lature of Delaware is the first we've 
heard of since summer which has been 
asked to put through a bill providing for 
either licensing of cats or exterminating 
those found running at large. The bill 
did not materialize, but thought you 
people in Delaware should know there’s 
someone down your way who wants 
Charny’s $1000 (offered to first person 
introducing successfully a cat-licensing 
bill into a state legislature). 

Things are sunny out in Kansas City, 
Mo. for Bimbo, pet of Mr. & Mrs. Victor 
Stewart, 8719 East 77th St. Terrace. 
Bimbo may not “go down the street to 
see his little girlie-oh” like the boy in the 
popular song, but it’s dollars to dough- 
nuts the girlie-ohs all have their eyes on 
him when he goes strolling. Bimbo is a 
32-pound tigrillo, or variation of Vene- 
zuelan leopard cat, a little brother to a 
jaguar. Seventeen months ago, a family 
friend who had been with the army in 
Venezuela brought Bimbo back as a 
two-month old kitten. Since, he has 
grown to about three feet, nose to tail 
tip, and looks like a beautiful miniature 
ocelot in the picture we saw. He sleeps 
in a cage in the Stewart’s garage, and 
in the daytime is chained to a clothes-line 
in the backyard, or goes walking on a 
chain with Mrs. Stewart. He walks her. 
He eats two cans of horsemeat a day, and 
five pounds of whiting a week. He’s fond 
of playing in a tub of water put out for 
him, and will not go to sleep until Mrs. 
Stewart holds him on her lap. And that’s 
what we'd like to find under our Christ- 
mas tree, a two-month-old tigrillo! 

What wonderful gifts cats have re- 
ceived from friends who have loved them. 
Six different bequests to felines came to 
light this past week. The first was left 
to the nine pets of Byron Dickson, 
Philadelphia lawyer who died last June 
25. The cats will receive the best of care 
under the terms of the will, admitted to 
probate at Norristown, Pa. Dickson de- 
voted five pages of the will to minute 
instructions on how to care for the cats, 
how to feed and shelter them, how to 
arrange for veterinarian services, etc. 
The will specified that “sufficient” funds 
be set aside for this purpose, but the 
amount was not disclosed. The residue 
of the estate, $23,000, was left to friends 
and a niece. 

The two dogs and 38 cats of Ferdinand 
Lighte, Jersey City real estate dealer, 
were named his beneficiaries when he 
died last June 28 without heirs. The pets 
are to be cared for at his house, and 
when they die, the estate is to be divided 
into thirds between a friend and two 
churches. 

Red, pet cat of Mrs. Marion L. Rich- 
mond, is to be provided for during the 
remainder of his life, according to terms 
of a will naming a daughter and foster- 
son as other beneficiaries. A retired

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school-teacher Miss Dora H. Pitts, who 
died in Detroit at the age of 83 this past 
summer, left $100 to each of her four 
cats, and the rest of the estate, valued at 
$20,000, was divided among 83 friends, 
one for each year of her life. She had 
no close kin. 

Two more bequests, by ladies, we find. 
The first to Susie, a Silver Persian owned 
by Mrs. Anna B. Rose of Elmhurst, L. L., 
N. Y. Mrs. Rose, a widow with no close 
relatives, passed away this summer at the 
age of 60. Her will stipulates that Susie, 
who is 12, will get $60 a month as long 
as she lives. The money will go for Susie’s 
room and board with a friend of Mrs. 
Rose, named executrix of the will. If 
Susie dies before her trust fund, totaling 
$5,000, is used up, the balance will go to a 
church, a State normal school, and the 
Bide-a-Wee Shelter in Wantagh, L. I. 
Mrs. Rose, a former principal of P.S. 92, 
Corona, L. I., also left a $10,000 trust 
fund and all household furnishings to her 
housekeeper, Mrs. Anne Grothman, and 
the remainder of her estate to be divided 
among friends. The last bequest was left 
by a doctor, Riva H. Lipsics, of Santa 
Monica, Calif. A holographic will, it said 
$1,000 was to go to Domino, a gray and 
white altered Persian; $300 to Mona, 
Domino’s two-year-old daughter and $300 
to Calico, a half-Siamese. The balance 
of Dr. Lipsic’s $50,000 estate may go to 
her sister, her only relative, with pro- 
visions that upon her death the remainder 
is to go to a Heart Association. Dr. 
Lipsic’s will, drawn up without a lawyer, 
is incidentally the only one of the six 
discussed whose future must be deter- 
mined by court action. 

From which discussion we see 1) the 
benefit of consulting a lawyer before 
making major moves, and 2) the fact that 
cat lovers, even those who go to what 
some people refer to as extremes (we 
can’t agree) in providing care for pets 
after they themselves have gone, these 
cat lovers seem to have been pretty nice 
people. Respected people. Decent people. 
So don’t let any smart talkers full of hot 
air convince you only “stupes” love cats. 
Yes, we have actually heard such vapid 
arguments as this one extended against 
cats and us.
